RAID NETS WET ‘NAVY’ 


ST. LOUIS , Oct. 12.—(#)—A Min- 
jature bootleggers’ navy was captured 
by Chief Dry Agent Dillon and eight 
of his men in a raid at St. Genevieve, 
Mo., 70 miles south of here on the 
Mississippi river Saturday.

VICTORIES IN BRAZIL 


Reports, However, Are Sin- 
gularly Free of Data About 
Casualties.

Insurgent headquarters in Porto 
Alegre, Rio Grarce do Sul, claimed a 
general advance of revolutionary 
troops along the border of Sao Paulo | 
and Parana, with victories at — 


zinho, San Jose da Platina, Punta 
Ribeira, Ourinhos and Singues. 

A government statement listed the | 
encounters at Jacarezinho, Punto Ri- 
beira and another at Itarare, state of 
Sao Paulo, as federal victories. The 
government statement, issued at Rio 
de Janeiro, also said that rebels at- 
tacking Caravellas, small southern 
Bahia port, had been repulsed and 
many of their number taken prisoner. 
The insurgents claimed to ha occu- 
pied and to be in control of the city. 

Insurgent claims of victory in the 
state of Alagoas also were disputed by 
the government, which asserted that 
spirit of the revolutionists was begin- 
ning to wane, and that there was no 
question of Rio’s being able eventually 
to control the situation. 

Dr. Getulio Vargas, president of 
the state of Rio Grande do Sul, and 
defeated candidate for the national 
presidency, assumed control of the en- 
tire insurgent movement and __ left 
Porto Alegre for the Sao Paulo front. 


STIMSON, AIDS TO FORM 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—(UN)— 
Secretary of State Stimson and the 
two delegates appointed by President 
Hoover to represent the United States 
at the forthcoming meetings of the 
preparatory commiss:on on disarma- 
ment at Geneva will begin tomorrow 
a series of conferences to formulate 
American policy there. 

Hugh 8S. Gibson, American ambassa- 
dor to Belgium, and Hugh R. Wilson, 
American minister to Switzerland, 
will be this country’s principal dele- 
gates at Geneva. They are veterans 
of international disarmament confer- 
ences, having participated in both the 
Geneva discussions of 1927 and the 
London conference of 1930. They will 
be aided by a group of diplomatic, ' 
naval and military assistants. 

In the preliminary discussions at 
the state department, it is expected 
particular attention will be given to 
the budget plan of disarmament, of 
which France is one of the principal 
exponents. Under this plan each na- 
tion, instead of agreeing to a quota of 
troops and war. materials, would com- 
mit itself to spend only so much on’ 
national defense each year. 

France supports this budget plan 
because her standing army of 600, 
men is conscripted for service and sol- 
diers are paid only a few cents per 
day, officials here explained. On the 
other hand, the United States, Great 
Britain and Germany, who have been 
rather cool toward the financial 
thesis, rely on volunteer troops who 
are compensated more liberally. This 
country, for instance, pays its lowest 
ranking soldier around one dollar per 


ay. 

Efforts to pave the way for a gen- 
eral disarmament conference, such as 
was envisaged by the Versailles treaty, 
were begun in 1926. The preparatory 
commission then began to gather data 
to present to a conference to be called 
when political conditions seemed to 
warrant success. . ; 

Meetings have been held intermit- 
tently since 1926, but political diffi- 
culties have arisen constantly to im- 
pede the calling of a conference. In 
addition, conferees have found it al- 
most impossible to obtain unanimity 
on methods of disarmament. 

Whether reserves should be counted 
in estimating military strength has 
been one perennial and troublesome 
question. The United States and 
Great Britain, having few reserves, 
have argued that they should be in- 
cluded, although at the last conference ; 
they receded somewhat from their pre- 
vious positions. France, having 5,500,- 
000 reserves, has contended’ they 
should not be counted. 

Nations also have debated long and 
violently over whether industrial and 
economic resources should be counted | 
in judging a nation’s military strengtli. | 
As might have been expected, those, 
countries with vast resources took the | 
negative, those with slight natural | 
| endowments, the affirmative. 

As the London naval conference has 

settled, temporarily at least, some of 
| the acute naval problems confronting 
| the United States in former years, it 
tis expected more attention will be paid 
j} by this country to armies and air 
forces than formerly. 

That the American army should be | 
decreased is considered beyond the 
'realm of probabilities. Our standing 
army numbers approximately 126,000 
men as compared with 600,000 for 
France, 382,000 for the British Em- 
pire, and 500,000 for Italy.

The French Academy, which has

| Health Talks

Hay Fever Comes in Two Forms. 


People who know a good deal about 


this parrot lever (and who doesn’t un- 
less it be the family dactor?) know 
that it is called psittacosis or some- 
thing like that. It is one of uor most 
hallowed bits of magic to take a 
complaint or even an ailment we 
don’t understand very well and rive 
it some imposing name, and that is 
enough for the unsophisticated lay- 
man. He may be trusted to assume 
that since the doctors give the thing 
such a frightful name they probably 
know all about it. 

At first glance pollinosis might 
seem related to parrot fever, but we 
regret to report that the polli part 


does not mean Polly the bird, nor 
does the nosis part refer to the beak. 
The truth is that this is a horrible 
hybrid word coined by some old doc- 
tor who got his Latin and Greek 
mixed up, and it has no more to do 
with parrot fever than hay fever than 
hay fever has to do with hay or witb 
fever in most cases. I drag the term 
pollinosis in here, not just to display. 
my erudition, but especially to im- 
press upon victims of hay fever that, 
if they are right about the diagnosis, 
they are really suffering from pollen 
disease, pollinosis, and that never 
means fever and seldom hay. 


We divide all pollinosis cases into 
two great classes, the milder class 
being pollen coryza, and the more se- 
vere class being llen asthma. I 
don’t mean to imply that yours is a 
trifling malady, if you happen to have 
just pollen coryza. But I venture, 
at this.safe distance, to say it might 
be worse and still be pollinosis. 


Characteristic of the common milder 
type, coryza, are the itching and 
burning of eyes and nose, sometimes 
of mouth and throat, the sneezing, 
paroxysmal, rarely single but rather 
coming in groups of six or a dozen or 
more sneezes, the sneezing being pre- 
cipitated by any trifling irritation; 
the periodicity of the attacks, recur- 
ring almost on the exact date in each 
spring, summer or autumn and ceas- 
ing with striking abruptness when the 
first frost comes, though, thank for- 
tune, such sudden cessation often hap- 
pens long before frost ends the trou- 
ble for the season. 

The severe type, pollen asthma, dif- 
fers only in its characteristic seasonal 
periodicity, from ordinary bronchial 
or spasmodic asthma due to other forms 
of protein poisoning than pollen. 

Hay asthma is difficult to distin- 
guish from asthma due to other kinds 
of sensitization, such as horse dander 
asthma or goose feather asthma. Un- 
like pollen coryza, pollen asthma does 
not always terminate with the first 
frost, but after a few seasons be- 
comes more or less perennial or at 
least continues unabated long after 
most hay fever victims have closed 
their regular season. This _persis- 
tence of the athma out of pollen sea- 
son is usually due to complicating 
bacterial infection of the bronchial 
lining—bronchitis. 

Not every individual who throws a 
seasonal coryza or pulls an annual 
wheeze has hay fever. I conservatively 
estimate that one out of every three 
pessimists-at present infesting the uni- 
verse and crabbing about the useless- 
ness of doctors and their treatment is 
only making believe he has hay fever. 
There are several conditions of quite 
different nature and origin that may 
enable a mean-dispositioned person to 
behave like that, among them being 
eri, hyperesthetic rhinitis, atopic cory- 
za. vernal conjunctivitis.

the trenches was white with snow, the troops in a certain “quiet sector” 
began to exchange greetings by means of crudely painted signs. 

A few minutes later men who spoke German and men who spoke 
English were climbing from their trenches without arms and meeting on 
neutral ground to shake hands and exchange souvenirs. 

They were friends. Without master to drive them or tricksters to 


blind them with prejudice, men who 


had been trying to kill one another, 


and were destined on the morrow to continue their butchery, now met 
as fellow unfortunates wholly free of malice. 

They would fight again, but never again would they regard one an- 
other as brutes. Never again would they be tricked by stories of dead 
men rendered into lard, or infants butchered in wanton cruelty, or pris- 


oners crucified on barn doors. 


They saw one another as fellow-men—men who had wives and sweet- 


hearts and worked hard 


for a living and asked nothing more than the 


right to enjoy the poor fruits of their labor in peace—and they liked one 
another because they understood one another. 

During the war between the north and the south it was a common 
thing for men in opposing trenches to fraternize when their officers were 
not near and exchange “Yankee” coffee for ‘Rebel’? tobacco. 

The people back home nursed bitter hatreds. Many in the south were 
like the congressman who later confessed that he was 18 years old be- 
fore he knew “that ‘dam Yankee’ wasn’t all one word,” and many in the 
north pictured their enemies as cruel monsters who delighted in tortur- 
ing helpless slaves; but the men who did the fighting were free of malice 
because they knew and understood one another. 

It is ignorance that makes war possible. People believe the enemy 


capable of horrible atrocities because 
like themselves. 


they do not know he is a man much 


When men know the truth, the truth will make them free of war’s or- 
ganized butchery as it makes them free of cruel religions and fearful su- 


perstitions. 


An enemy is a man you do not understand. Your true enemy, there- 
fore, is not the man himself but the ignorance that keeps you from being 


his friend.

happened in Georgia was the biennial 
sessions of the legislature. In a 60- 
day session once every two years spe- 
cial interests are able almost to com- 
pletely clog up a session and kill most 
any bill.

The governor has only one 
session in which to carry out his poli- 
cies and is again up for re-election. 
The members of the legislature or a 
majority of them are new members 
and without experience and anxious to 
be re-elected the next year.

The 
governor who calls an extra session is 
almost doomed to defeat. , 
Favors Yearly Sessions. 

“My own opinion is that the legis- 
lature should meet once every year. 
Pay the representatives a fixed salary 
and let them stay in session just as 
long as they choose. The salary 
should be made reasonable so as not 
to encourage them to remain in seS- 
sion too long. This would avoid a 
great deal of the evils of the last days 
and especially the last _— 

Reiterating his belief that it is im- 
possible ‘‘to function under the pres- 
ent constitution, ’*Mr. McWhorter con- 
cludes : 

“Tl am glad you made the speech 
and it was great, and I want you to 
know that I appreciate it and agree 
with you fully and hope some deep 
interest can be aroused.

Bale Supports Views. 

Equally vigorous is the support 
given Mr. Howard’s viewpoint by 
Judge John W. Bale, of the circuit 
court of Floyd county, Rome, who, 
after dealing cursorily with the points 
set forth in the Howard Civitan talk, 
wrote: : 

“The real great question that will 
confront a constitutional convention 
should the next legislature call one 
is the question of taxation, and when 
you mention a change in our tax sys- 
tem you scare ‘the man _ upstairs,’ 
When you touch the ‘big boys’’ pocket- 
book you touch his soul.” | 

Judge Bale’s letter continues, in 
part, as follows: 

“It is admitted that money is need- 
ed to carry on our educational ac- 
tivities, penal and eleemosynary insti- 
tutions, pensions and other public en- 
terprises. ‘Taxes in some forni“is the 
only way of obtaining money for the 
public good. Of course, there is over- 
lapping, a multiplicity of departments 
and things of that kind that may re- 
duce some minor expenditures with 
wise legislation, but still what is 
needed is a revenue from a different 
source from that provided by the pres- 
ent constitution. 

Tax System Obsolete. 

“T think we will all admit, except 
a few ‘big boys,’ that our present ad 
valorem system of taxation is obso- 
lete and inadequate to produce suffi- 
cient revenue, without causing hard- 
ship to the citizen least able to pay it. 
My observation has been that the man 
with a small amount of household 
goods, a cow, a gun and a dog, re- 
turns his property at nearer its rea- 
sonable market value and pays ‘his 
pro rata share of tax; while the man 
who has larger possessions, who is 
able to pay and ought to pay, con- 
ceals his assets and dodges the tax 
digest.” 

Setting forth the question, “What 
is the remedy without hurting the 
poor fellow who is struggling for an 
existence?” Judge Bale wrote: 

“Ad valorem tax for state purposes 
is obsolete. Occupation tax may be 
all right, if properly administered, but 
it is insufficient. 
ing more or less than a tariff to be 
paid by the consumer and hits the 
man least able to pay; the more chil- 
dren he has to feed and clothe the 
more tax he has to pay. After con- 
siderable reflection, I have come to 
the definite conclusion that the most 
equitable and fairest system of taxa- 
tion is a sound, sane income tax, 
adequate to meet demands. 

“I know that many of the ‘big boys’ 
will raise a howl and ‘put-out’ for a 
lobby—legitimate and __ illegitimate. 
They will talk about ‘taxing thrift,’ 
‘taxing industry’ and all that sort of 

They lose sight of the fact that 
their accumulations are the result of 
the man or woman who is laboring 
over a machine or between the plow 
handles—who is paying their pro rata 
part of tax—and not the result so 
much to their own Jabor in clipping 
coupons or indorsing dividend checks.”

SCIENTISTS PROTEST 
SOVIET EXECUTIONS 


BERLIN, Oct. 12.—(4)—Dighty- 
three prominent scientists, writers and 
artists today issued a public protest 
against the reported execution of 
learned men in Russia. 

The manifesto said evidence seems 
to pile up indicating that all scien- 
tific activity claiming even a modicum 
of freedom of thought is becoming im- 
possible under the soviet regime. 

Among the signers were Wilhelm 
Furtwaengler, Max Libermann, of the 
University of Berlin; Heinrich Mann, 
authors Karl Muck, musical director ;

tinguishing possession of the Christian 
Scientist.

Potter’s Wheel Bears 


Lost Longfellow Poem 

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—A poem 
written by Henry Wadsworth Long- 
fellow in his boyhood and hitherto 
unpublished has come _ to light 
through the gift of an eighteenth 
century potter's wheel to the Mu- 
seums of the Peaceful Arts, Dr. F. 
€. Brown, director, announced Sat- 
urday. 

The wheel was in a pottery in 
Portland, Maine, which Longfellow 
often visited during his youthful 
years in Portland, and the poem 
probably was written in: 1823, when 
the poet was 16. On one of his 
xisits Longfellow wrote these four 
lines on a slip of paper: 

“No handicraftsman’s art 

Can to our art compare; 

We potters make our pots 

Of what we potters are.” 

Longfellow placed the slip of 
paper an the. potter’s wheel and 
left, the donor of thé wheel wrote 
in a letter accompanying the gift to 
the Museums of the Peaceful Arts. 
The potter found it there and was 
so struck with the fragment that he 
inscribed it in clay, which he then 
fired. The plaque bearing the verse 
was sold later and disappeared.

Chick Meehan, head coach of N.w 
York University, and Tom Thorpe, the 
famous referee, might be said to be 
attorneys for the defense and_ the 
prosecution. Meehan said the touch- 
down should not have been allowed; 
Thorpe contended he would have done 
as the officials in the game did—al- 
9 gg the touchdown without hesita- 
ion. 


The rules declare that any 
kicked ball can be recovered by 
the kicking side but cannot be 
advanced. Yale kicked off to 
Georgia to start the third od, 
a Yale end recovered the 1 in 
the air as it bounced from the 
arms of Weddington Kelly, Geor- 
gia end. and ran for the marker. 
The belief is that the rule will 
have to be rewritten; it is not 
clear now on the point. 


Yet its spirit probably is to treat 
a recovered “air line’ fumble as if it 
were a lateral pass. ‘Thorpe argued 
that Coach Harry Mehre MIGHT 
have had a man coming around hke- 
hind to take.a lateral from Kelly. 
This supposition was hooted by the 
sticklers for the letter of the law. 
Oddly enough Coach Mehre, of Georgia. 
sided with Thorpe in the belief that it 
was a legal touchdown. 

OFFICIALS INNOCENT. 

The officials who worked the game 
at New Haven apparently never sus- 
pected they had given a questionable 
decision, They were happHy innocent 
of having made a test case of one of 
~ fundamental rules of the revised 
code.

Downes kept whipsawing the 
Yale line by hurling his power at 
first the strong then the weak 
side of the line. There was a 
world of deception in the way the 
Georgia backs executed the plays 
too, and the spectators were al- 
most as confused as the Yale 
team as to which side of the line 
had been hit by the Georgia ball 
carrier.

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—(4)—The 
bond market suffered a severe setback 
last week under a storm of Liquidation 
that brought a drastic decline in South 


American bonds, and spread to vir- 
tually every section of the list. 

Quoted values of Latin American 
obligations melted away as the Bra- 
zilian revolution gained headway and 
further undermined the confidence of 
American investors who previously 
had been disturbed by political and 
economic developments in other coun- 
tries. .Nearly every day of the week 
Latin American issues dropped to new 
low levels for the year on losses which 
in many instances, read like the move- 
ment of equity issues. 

The perpendicular drops of Bra- 
zilian, Colombian, Peruvian, Argen- 
tine and other Latin American obliga- 
tions were without precedent in recent 
years. The cumulative effect of the 
selling was to reduce the quoted value 
of many issues from 1-4 to 1-3. 
Moody’s. estimated that the average 
paper loss on each $1,000 bond of 
South American dollar bonds during 
the past decade most of which de- 
veloped this week, wag $375. 

The liquidation of prime domestic 
bonds was not so easily explained. In 
bond circles, it was attributed to sev-

Therefore Boris and his bride could 
quite properly have the act of their 
Roman Catholic wedding in Italy duly 
transcribed on the state’s registers by 
the metropolitan of Sofia, or another 
high orthodox clergyman in a formal 
ceremonial setting. in order to comply 
with the laws vf the land. This 
would in no wise be interpreted as a 
religious function which the Vatican 
might be misconstrued as recognizing 
as valid. é 

Such a ceremony of formal regis- 
tration of a marriage already can- 
tracted in Italy might well take place 
in the largest building in Sofia, pos- 
sibly the royal palace, in order to 
give Giovanna’s future subjects some
